Winter apples may be kept in th« 
storage room in the basement of the 
house, in outdoor storage cellars, or 
in banks or pits. 
Conditions sulta- 
bje for the keeping of potatoes answer 
fairly well for apples. 
They demand 
cool temperatures; in fact, they may 
be kept near the freezing point, with- 
out injury. 


When stored in the basement of the 
house, they should be kept in barrels, 
boxes or crates, and placed near 
a 
window. 
When stored in banks or 
pits, they should be handled in the 
same way as potatoes but do not need 
to be covered quite as deeply as po- 
tatoes. 
It is a good thing to store 
small quantities in the basement stor- 
age room, or in the storage cellar, and 
the main supply in outdoor banks or 
pits.

The municipality in war time muet 
cease 
spending 
money 
except 
for 
necessaries. 


It should not add to Its bonded debt, 
except for revenue-producing 
works. 


It should émploy men who return 
from the battle front. 


Any entertaining the city does as a 
whole should^ be in behalf of the sol- 
diers. 


Provision must be made for render- 
ing aid to soldiers' dependents, without 
overlapping. 


Every civic department must expect 
the war will increase its work 
ten- 
fold. 


The United States, Mayor 
Church 
points out. Is not yet confronted by 
the problem of providing for return- 
ed soldiers—one of the largest tasks 
Imposed 
on Canadian 
cities—but 
it

"Chief among the lessons Toronto 
has learned," said Mayor Church, "is 
that

wartime 
the 
municipality 
should spend money only for neces- 
saries, not adding to its bonded debt 
except for revenue-producing works. 
For example, Toronto is building To- 
ronto harbor at a cost of $20,000.000. 
The harbor commissioners, 
at 
huge 
expense, are reclaiming large 
tracts 
of land for factory purposes. 
We are 
expending $2,500,000 on a steel via- 
duct. 
Our new Uifion station is cost- 
ing us $5,000,000 with an added esti- 
mated oo.st of $15,000,000 for a six- 
track viaduct. 


"These works have not been halted. 
But we have found it inadvisable to 
go on with unnecessary local improve- 
ments, such as sidewalk 
and 
road- 
building. 
Labor is high. 
After the 
war it will be cheap. 


"Furthermore, 
there will be thou- 
sands of men coming back from the 
ti-enches after the conflict who must 
be given employment. 
As a result, 
Toronto has appointed a commission 
of five, con.si.sting of two controllers, 
the city treasurer, the commissioner 
of 'works and myself, to report on pre-

While this depletes mu- 
nicipal revenues, the deficiency can be 
capitalized with short-term bonds of 
five or ten years.

tablished and prosperous commercial 
connections to European neutrals and, 
through these countries, to Germany. 


"The 'trading with the enemy' law 
does not give the United States power 
to stop directly the export of 
these 
commodities f r o m those countries, bjat 
it does give the United States power to 
limit It. 
Any German firms In these 
southern countries, wishing to do busi- 
ness with the United States will have 
to show such business is not 
going 
to aid Germany directly or indirect- 
ly. 
The law gives us power to license 
trading or to refuse such license. 


"Many such concerns depend on the 
United States entirely for coal. 
By 
lefusing them coal we can shut off 
their trade with neutrals that supply 
Germany. 
We can shut 
off 
profits 
which go to Germany, 
and we 
can 
dry up credits which Germany has in 
these South 
and 
Central 
American 
countries. 


"We have no desire to interfere with' 
legitimate trade between this country 
and our southern neighbors. 
We shall 
be glad to supply coal for the 46 Ger- 
man ships seized by Brazil if these 
ships are used to help our commerce 
and that of the allies; otherwise, we 
will keep our coal." 


A large number of important medi- 
cal preparations will be made avail- 
able by the act. 
American 
patents 
have been used by German 
chemists 
to withhold from general use several 
of 
the 
most 
important 
remedies 
known to the medical world. 
This act 
j enables the government to wipe out 
these patent monopolies and 
permit 
the manufacture of these compounds 
in American laboratories. 


The formula known as "Salvarsan," 
a specific for the blood contamination 
known as the plague of all armies, and 
in peace time affecting the nation to 
the extent of six per cent, of its popu- 
lation, is one of the 
patent 
rights 
which will be the first to be wiped out. 
The anti-pyrin 
fever 
remedies 
also 
will be released for use. 


The "trading with the enemy" act 
will be far reaching. 
Each case will 
have to be judged by itself. 
If there 
is a reciprocal advantage to be had by 
the United 
States for licensing 
and 
permitting the operation of some for- 
eign corporation, 
a 
license 
will 
be 
granted. 
Even a 
German 
firm 
in 
Chile or Argentina, for example, might 
be supplying the United States with 
some commodity necessary to the m a n - 
ufacture of munitions, and this 
firm 
would be given a license to continue 
its American connection. 
Unless, how- 
ever, some good reason can be shown, 
all these corporations will be refused 
licenses and a stringent trade embar- 
go will be put into effect against busi- 
ness concerns whose profits go directly 
or indirectly to Germany.

Base American Flotilla 
in 
British 
Waters, 
Sept. 
30.—(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press.)—Four 
French flishermen who comprised the 
whole crew of their Ashing boat, Quatre 
Freres (Four Brothers), were landed 
here the 
other day oy one of 
the 
American 
destroyers. 
The 
Quatre 
Freses, after being stripped of every- 
thing of value by the Germans, includ- 
ing the catch of mackerel, the 
fisher- 
men's money and food supplies, was 
sent to the bottom by bombs from a 
submarine. 
The four Frenchmen were 
left to their fate, 150 miles from land, 
in a small 
open 
boat 
barely 
large 
enough to hold them all. 


After rowing for several hours 
a 
bi'eeze came up and 
the 
fishermen 
hoisted a sail, which spotted on the 
horizon by their American 
rescuers 
was thought to be a submarine 
and 
was fired upon. 
The markmanship of 
the Americans was bad this time and 
the 
frightened 
Frenchmen 
hastily 
hauled down their sail and waved a 
white cloth. 
Half an hour later they 
were safely on board the American de- 
stroyer where they were given welcome 
in the form of a «ood meal and dry 


clothing. They could not speak a word 
of English but one of the American of- 
ficers knew some French and they got 
along handsomely. 


Ashore here the wife of a British 
sea captain acted as interpreter. 
She 
had lived in France and Belgium for 
many years and speaks French 
fluent- 
ly. 
She had the 
fishermen 
at 
her 
house for tea. 


Describing their treatment on board, 
the American destroyer, one of 
the 
fishermen 
said: 


"My, but those Americans made a 
great fuss over us. When we sat down 
to eat we had about ten of them wait- 
ing on us. 
I guess they were trying to 
show us how glad they were that they 


hadn't hit us. 
We will never forget 
their kindness." 


When the Brittany fishermen of the 
type familiar in moving pictures, were 
set ashore at this village, they stood 
on the pier and gave three cheers for 
the Americans. 
"Vive la Amerique,' 
they shouted as the blue-jackets waved 
farewells with their caps.

Washington,A Oct. 19.—^France faces 
a very serloust food shortage In the 
near future uii^ess America comes to 
the rescue with shiploads of wheat 
immediately, French ofCiclals declared 
here today. 


The American government, the food 
administration 
po'lnis 
out, 
did 
Its 
Bhare in anewerlngr this call by re- 
quisitioning, October 16, all American 
steamships of 2,500 tons or over. The 
food administration feels it is now up 
to the 22,000,000 housewives of Amer- 
ica to fill some of these ships with 
wheat by using a pound less wheat 
flour per week for every member of 
their households. 


"The situation in France Is worse 
than had been thought," said a food 
administration oiflcial today. 
"We 
should not wait 
for 
'Conservation 
Week,' October 28 to November 4, to 
begin this saving. 
We should begin 
now. 


"Franco certainly needs wheat at 
once. 
We hundred million Americans 
must make up from our short supply 
the wheat shortage of France and our 
other allies. 
There is a oall for erery 
one of us to do his utmost. 


"Wheat, however, is only part of the 
problem. 
It is equally vital that we 
conserve also meat, fats and sugar. If 
each of us will eat an ounce less meat, 
a quarter ounce less fat, and an ounce 
less sugar a day, our allies won't go 
hungry. 


"We must make up this shortage. 
No other country can do it. 


"The situation in France today, ac- 
cording to figures given out at the of- 
fice 
of French High 
Commissioner 
Henri Tardieu, is this: 


"Normally, 
France produces 
90,- 
000,000 
hundreweight 
of 
wheat. 
This year the production will not be 
more than 88,000,000 hundredweight. 
This shrinkage waa« cauaed by 
the 
transfer of 13,000,000 men and wom- 
en into military and Industrial war 
work. 
Fighting back the 
Germans. 
France has had little time for growing 
crops. 


"As for the shipping, it has gone the 
same way. 
At the beginning of the 
war France had 2,00(^,000 tons of mer- 
chant bottoms. 
Five hundred thou- 
sand tons of that has been sunk by 
submarines. 
It has not been replaced, , 
and there is no shipbuilding under way < 
In France today because all the ship- 
yards have for three years been turned 
into munitions factories."

Female Labor Has Largely 
Taken Place of the Men 
in Kaiser's.Land. 


Rotterdam, Netherlands, Oct. 19.— 
(Correspondence 
of The Associated 
Press.)—The German empire, to some 
extent, has become dependent 
upon 
women's labor, declares a German cor- 
respondent of the Nieuwe Rotterdam 
Courant. 
In the hospitals, at railroad 
station, in shops and in offices, even in 
the most 
responsible 
positions, the 
work is pricinpally done by women. 
In even 
first-class 
restaurants 
girls 
and women have replaced the wait- 
ers. 
The traveler who enters a hotel 
encounters a porter in long skirts, who 
carries out his behests as quickly as 
before. 
Street traffic is largely in the 
hands of the women. 
"Women con- 
ductors, drivers and Inspectors are 
dressed in the uniform of their male 
colleagues but with skirt or bloom- 
ers. 


Passengers meet with better treat- 
ment than was the case with the male 
staff. . On the railroads 
women are 
serving in booking offices, as guards 
on the trains, or porters. 
Letters and 
telegrams are delivered by women and 
girls. 
Most of the few automobiles 
are driven by women. 


But the main work of women Is in 
the factories. 
The skilled work has 
now more and more passed into their 
hands, as well as the carrying of heavj' 
loads. 
At the turning bench, at the 
furnaces, everywhere they 
are met 
with. 
Their wages at 7 or 8 marks a 
day are equal to men's earning for like 
labor. They work in blue smock frock 
and bloomers with a sort of sailor's 
cap or cloth on their heads, with black 
hands and rolled-up sleeves; and in 
the meal houi- they are more and more 
to be seen in the street, 
even 
with 
bare legs, for stockings are a super- 
fluity in factories, at the furnaces and 
such like occupations. 


The results of women's work in the 
mining industry are termed Very sat- 
isfactory. 
The sorting of sweepings, 
old iron and brass, tlie unloading of 
freight cars, is performed by wom- 
an's hands and arms, and a newcomer 
i.s amazed at the way in ivhich she 
clambers 
about and lifts 
shoulder 
loads. 
In agriculture women have al- 
ways supplied auxiliai-y labor, but now 
also do the heavy work like mowing, 
plowing and threshing. 


Dress has naturally been

into accord with the new work. 
On

railroads, and partly on the 
street cars, skirts have been replaced 
by bloomers and gaiters, and beri- 
boned and feathered hat or cap or 
headcloth.

dent Feng Kuo-Chang at its head, is 
the 
constitutional 
goveniment 
of 
China. 


The so-called parliament at Can- 
ton, consisting of fifty or sixty mem- 
bers of the dissolved parliament, in- 
sists that it is the constitutional gov- 
ernment of China, and that Id Yuan- 
Hung still is the president. 


The constitutionalists, 
now active 
In South China, under the direction of 
Sun Yat-Sen, have contested 
every 
important change in the central gov- 
ernment during the last few months, 
and denounced it as unconstitutional. 
They say Li Yuan-Hung had no right 
to dissovle parliament, and that there 
certainly is nothing in the Nanking 
provisional constitution which justi- 
fied such action. 


Consequently, 
according 
to 
their 
line of reasoning, Feng Kuo-Chang, is 
neither the legal persident nor the 
legal acting president of China. 


There is some doubt as to what Feng 
Kuo-Chang'fl own contention is as to 
his legal status. 
While he has per- 
mitted all foreign legations to be pre- 
sented to him as president and signs 
official documents as president, he is

London, Oct. 19.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—^The sit- 
uation in Serbia today ia summed up 
in p. communication received by the 
British socialist party from the 
e ^ 
ecutive (Committee of the Serbian so- 
cialists. It says: 


"The Serbian population in the por- 
tions of our country occupied by Aus- 
tria-Hungary, is now 2,218,000, ac- 
cording to ofEicial census figures pub- 
lished in the Official Journal at Bel- 
grade. 
The 
population 
normally 
would have been 3,170,000. There Is, 
therefore, a reduction of 952,000, or 
28 per cent. The male population has 
been reduced by 39 per cent. 
There 
are now in Serbia 144 women to 100 
men. 


"In the districts occupied by Bul- 
garia the reduction in population is 
300,000. 


"Dr. Otokar Ribar, the 
Austrian 
Reichsrath deputy, declared in the 
Vienna parliament, June 26: 
'Serbia 
will be saved, but there -Will no longer 
be Serbs.' 
He said these words when 
protesting against the greatest crime 
committed in this war, the deporta- 
tion of 30,000 Serbian women, chil- 
dren and men from the departments of 
Vranje, Nish and Pirot, and their in- 
terment in Asia Minor. Among these 
30,000, there were 8,000 women and 
young gfrls delivered 
over 
to 
the 
Turks. Of these a great number com- 
mitted suicile by throwing themselves 
o^l^í¡. of the trains conveying them to 
Asia Minor. 


"The deaths among war prisoners 
and those interned are put at from 
60,000 to 80,000. 
After the retreat 
from Serbia and the reconstitution of 
the Serbian army, about 20 per cent, 
died at Corful. Our losses on the Sa- 
loniki front have been about 50 per 
cent, of the Serbian forces which have 
taken part in the operations of Gen- 
eral Serrail's arpiJe^- 


"Sixty thousand families In Serbia 
require succor this winter. ¿.They have 
no means of living except the little 
that we can send to them. Their suf- 
ferings during the approaching win- 
ter w^ill be very severe."

Huntington county election boards 
have not let it be known if they have 
made any effort to learn the standing 
of women, Wiley states. 
He alleges 
that this may be due to neglect. 


Monroe Wiley was a leader in the 
forces which successfully blocked a 
movement in the county seat town 
for removing the county jail, last 
spring, and for placing a hotel on the 
present -desirable site of the county 
building.

The phrase, "he pulled a Merkle" may 
b© dropped from baseball's classic par- 
lance to make room for a brand new bit 
of slang by substituting the name of Zim 
for that of the former Giant first baseman. 


Heine Zimmerman's name certainly de- 
serves to go down in baseball history as 
the only man who ever approached Mer- 
kle's famous bonehead play. 


Heine's famous 30-yard sprint down the 
third base line after the fleet footed Col- 
lins is one of those exhibitions of ivory 
work which come up in a ball game when 
even the smartest players, playing at a 
high tension, lose their heads for an In- 
stant and pull a play that the veriest sand 
lotter would Jeer at. 


The greatest bone prior to Zlm's was 
when Mei-kle failed to touch second on 
Bridwell's hit in the last game of the 
series in 1908. Merkle sUrted for the club 
house believing the game was won when 
Sheckard recovered 
the ball, 
threw to 


Evers and the Giants were declared out 
bj' Umpire O'Day, the winning r u n not 
counting. The game was played over and 
the Giants lost. 


Merkle added to his fame as an ivory 
merchant by failing to go after a high foul 
which would have won the series for the 
Giants. 


One of the famous boners of baseball 
was similar to Zlm's. 
Ossie Schrecken- 
gost, a slow footed 
Athletic 
catcher, 
chased a base runner clear around the 
bases without attempting to throw the 
ball. The runner scored and the Athletics 
lost the game. It happened that the game 
was not of particular 
importance and 
Ossie did not get into the Zim and Merkle 
class. 


Another 
famous bone was pulled by 
John Anderson, who tried to steal second 
with the bases full. Red Faber duplicated 
this in the 1917 world series. 


Harry Nlles, one of the s^eed merchant.*? 
of baseball, was so famous for his bone- 


head plays that h^ was finally driven Intd 
the minors in spite of his otherwise bril- 
liant mechanical play. 


Playing with Boston against Washing- 
ton in 1909, Niles was a t bat with two out. 
Boston one run behind and Danzig, a slow 
base runner, on first. He hit to second, 
ducked his head and didn't stop until ha 
had reached third, disregarding the fact 
that Danzig had stopped a t second. 


Once with Cleveland Niles caught a fly 
ball when the bases were clogged with

Drillmasters Baking Bread 
and Expert Buyers Are 
Bossing Stevedores, 


By C. C. liYON. 


Daily Sentinel's Reporter With Gen- 
eral Pershing's Army. 


Somewhere in 
France, 
Oct. 
19.— 
(Passed by the 
censor.)—Until 
the 
American military machine over here 
g-ets to running smoothly, 
like 
the 
French or the British, there are bound 
to be a good many misfits 
in 
high 
places. 


One of the very biggest problems 
before General Pershing and his staff 
just now is to find the right men for 
the right jobs. 


This, of course, can't be done in a 
day or a week or a month. 


To illustrate my point: 
The American 
bakery, which 
will 
ultimately have a daily output 
suf- 
I flclent to supply the needs of a million 
j soldiers, is now in charge of a regular 
army officer, a graduate of West Point, 
who i-endered especially efficient serv- 
ices in Mexico with General Pershing. 
He is considered one of the best lino 
officers in the entire army. 
Tet he is 
baking 
bread 
instead 
of 
training 
troops. 
All he knows about 
baking 
bread he learned from practical bakers 
in the army baking scnool. 


One of the biggest machine shop ex-f' 
perts in Pittsburg came over hei-e with 
a captain's commission in the reserve 
army, 
expecting 
to construct, 
equip 
and superintend an immen.se plant for 
the repair of trucks and automobiles. 
There was a hitch somewhere, and he 
is running an a r m y grocery store. 


Ane of the most 
prosperous 
mer- 
chants in New 
York, who 
probably 
knows as m u c h about the buying of ' 
food supplies as any 
othei- 
man 
in 
America, felt the call of duty, left his 
own immense business interests on a 
few hours' notice, and came over here 
to help out. 
He has been put to boss- 
ing stevedores in a big warehouse. 


A Milwaukee m a n was commission- 
ed beciiuse he is an 
expert 
in 
the 
handling 
and 
direction 
of 
motor j 
trucks. 
But he's a quartermaster now, I 
and the handling of auto trucks is in 
charge of an officer who 
knows 
as 
much about artillery as possibly any 
other man in the American army. 


The apparent reason for these in- 
consistencies is that our small regular 
army, which is running this show over 
here, hasn't fully realized the Immens- 
ity of the job. 


It's a big jump from 
a 
peacetime 
a r m y of a hundred thou.sand men to 
a wartime a r m y of more 
than a mil- 
lion. 


The experience of the British 
and 
French has been that "the army be- 
hind the lines" is largely a proposition 
for busine.«a men and technical 
ex- 
perts, and not for soldiers whose train- 
ing has been confined strictly to mili- 
tary tactics, strategy and direction of 
troops.

is Suffering. 


The Hague, Netherlands, Sept. 19.— 


(Correspondence of The 
Associated 


Press.)—The position of Hollmd is 
beginning to show an uncomfortable 
resemblance to that of Midas, «.t whose 
touch everything turned Into gold. In- 
stead "of the urgently needed roods, 
more.-'anoTmore gold, not to mention 
$200,000,000 worth of credit paper, 
has been sent to Holland by her beUlg- 
ei-ent neighbors. 


This is fare more than she can em- 


ploy, with the result that the gold 
' stocks of the Netherlands bank have 


quadrupled since the outbreak of war 
amounting now to some $265,000,000 
This means that the central bank'» di- 
rectly callable liabilities in the form 
of banknotes and current account btl 
ances, are backed by gold to the extent 
' of 77 per cent., which compare* with 


only 11 per cent, in Germany. 


"But_Qt-what use our big told re- 


serves," Hollanders are beginning to 
ask, "if our productive capacity 1* be- 
ing more and more reduced, ev»r more 
businesses are being1 brought to entire 
or partial standstill for lack of raw 
materials or coal, workmen dismissed, 
the supply of foodstuffs cut oft, and 
bur colonies, one of the nation's main- 
stays, likewise hard pressed by the pre- 
vailing circumstances?" 


If he need further evidence that the 


world has turned upside down, the 
Hollander may find it in the curious 
fact-that his normally much-coveted 
gold 
Is declined with thanks 
in 


Sweden, .-whose gold exports to Spain 
are impossible on account of the ob- 
stacles in the way of shipment. The 


• unpleasant result is that the Swedish 


exchange.-has.. risen. 
Holland's ex- 


ports thither are too small to balance 
her Imports from Sweden. Nothing 
would appear-more logical than to pay 
Iri gold for the excess import*, but the 
Swedish bank refuses to accept It. 


From.practlcally the commencement i 


of the war the Swedish government | 
has taken the standpoint that it wants ] 
goods paid for in goods, the population 
needing foodstuffs and other necessi- 
ties rather than gold. Hollanders are 
beginning to keenly feel the strange 
limitation: which has been placed on 
the pkw.e'rs of gold. 


Hqllanjns national debt, which stood

Our new Union station is cost- 
ing us $5,000,000 with an added esti- 
mated cost of $15,000,000 for a six- 
track viaduct.

But we have found It Inadvisable to 
go on with unnecessary local Improve- 
ments, such as sidewalk and road- 
building.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—-The 


'•trading with the enemy" act prom- 
ises to prove useful in cutting off 
from Germany and her allies, South 
American war supplies they obtained 
from friendly European neutrals. 


"The embrago on exports from this 


country could not do this alone." ex- 
plained Vance MeCormick, chairman 
of the new board created to carry this 
act into effect. "That law checks the 
How of supplies directly from 
the 


United States. There was a. continu- 
ous flow of munitions, food and money 
from South and Central American 
countries where Germany had well es- 
tablished and prosperous commercial 
connections to European neutrals and, 
through these countries, to Germany. 


"The 'trading with the enemy' law 


does not give the United States power 
to stop directly the export of these 
commodities from those countries, but 
it does give the United States power to 


mit it. Any German firms in these 
outhern countries, wishing to do busl- 
ess with the United States will have 
o show such business is not going 
o aid Germany directly or indirect- 
y. The law gives us power to license 
rading or to refuse such license. 


Many such concerns depend on the 


United States entirely for coal. 
By 


refusing them coal we can shut off 
their trade with neutrals that supply 
3ermany.' We can shut off profits 
which go to Germany, and we can 
dry up credits which Germany has in 
these South and Central American 
lountries. 
• 
, 
"We have no desire to interfere with 


legitimate trade between this country 
and our southern neighbors. We shall 
be glad to supply coal for the 46 Ger- 
man ships seized by Brazil if these 
ships are used to help our commerce 
and that of the allies; otherwise, we 
will keep our coal." 


A large number of important medi- 


cal preparations will he made avail- 
able by the act. 
American patents 


have been used by German chemists 
to 'withhold from general use several 
of 'the 
most 
important 
remedies 


known to tHe'medical world. This act- 
enables the. government to wipe out 
hese 'patent monopolies and permit 
the manufacture of these compounds 
n American laboratories. 
, 


The formula known as "Salvarsan," 


a specific for the blood contamination 
known as the plague of-all armies, and 
in peace time affecting the nation to 
the extent of six per cent, of its popu- 
lation, is one of the patent rights 
which will be the first to be wiped out. 
The anti-pyrin fever remedies also 
will be released for use. 


The "trading 'with the enemy" act 


will be far reaching. Each case will 
have to be judged by itself. If there 
is a reciprocal advantage to be had by 
tho United States for licensing and 
permitting trie operation of some for- 
eign corporation, a license will be 
granted. 
Even a German firm in 


Chile or Argentina, for example, might 
be supplying the United' States with 
some commodity necessary to the man- 
ufacture of munitions, and this firm 
would be given a license to continue 
its American connection. Unless, how- 
ever, some good reason can ba shown, 
all these corporations will be refused 
licenses and a stringent trade embar- 
go will be put into effect against busi- 
ness concerns whose profits go directly 
or indirectly to Germany.

breeze came up and the fishermen 
hoisted a. sail, which spotted on tho 
horizon by their American rescuers 
was thought to-be a, submarine and 
was fired upon.

Washington, Oct. 19.—France faces 


a very serious food shortage In the 
near future unless America comes to 
the rescue with shiploads of wheat 
immediately, French officials declared 
here today. 
The American government, the rood 


administration points out, did its 
share In answering this call by re- 
quisitioning, October 16, all American 
steamships of 2,600 tons or over. The 
food administration feels it Is now up 
to the 22,000,000 housewives of Amer- 
ica to fill some of these ships with 
wheat by using a pound less wheat 
flour per week for every member of 
their households. 


"The situation in France is worse 


than had been thought," said a food 
administration official today. 
"Wo 


should not wait for 
'Conservation 


Week,' October 28. to November 4, to 
begin this saving. 
"We should begin 


now. 
, 
'France certainly needs wheat at 


once. We hundred million Americans 
must make up from our short supply 
the wheat shortage of France and our 
other allies. There is a call for every 
one of us to do his utmost. 


"Wheat, however. Is only part of the 


problem. It Is equally vital that we 
conserve also meat, fats and sugar. If 
each of UB will eat an ounce less meat, 
a quarter ounce less fat, and an ounce 
(less sugar a day, our allies won't go

Women con- 
ductors, drivers and inspectors are 
dressed In the uniform of their male 
colleagues but with skirt or bloom- 
ers.Passengers meet with better treat- 
ment than was the case with the male 
staff. 
On the railroads women are 


serving in booking offices, aa 'guards 
on the trains, or porters. Letters and 
telegrams are delivered by women and 
girls. 
Most of the fe*v automobiles

The constitutionalists, now active 


In South China, under the direction of 
Sun Tat-Son, have contested every 
Important change In the central gov- 
ernment during the last few months, 
and denounced it ns unconstitutional. 
They say LI Yuan-Hung had no right 
to dissovle parliament, and that there 
certainly is nothing in the Nanking 
provisional constitution which Justi- 
fied such action. 


Consequently, according' to their 


I line of reasoning, Feng Kuo-Chang, is 


I neither tho legal persldent nor 
the 


legal acting president of China. 


There is some doubt as to what Feng 


Kuo-Chang's own contention Is a» to 
hts legal status^ 
\VTille he has per- 


mitted all foreign legations to be pv e- 
sentcd to him as president and signs 
official documents as president, he is 


represented to prlvlnolal authorities 
as being only acting president. It is 
believed that Feng Kuo-Ohang is un- 
doubtedly anxious to be elected presi- 
dent by a parliament legally consti- 
tuted, or constituted as legally as it is 
possible to do so under the present un- 
settled conditions In China. Ho has 
held out against the plan of his cab- 
inet to have a national council formed 
with ftve members from each province 
to act as a parliament. 


Feng Kuo-Chang heads a de facto 


government .whioh. actually exists in 
Peking, and has the support of nine- 
teen provinces and the recognition of 
all Important foreign powers. There- 
fore, the efforts of the opposition in 
the south to oppose tho Peking govern- 
ment and deny its legal existence, .thus

London, Oct. 19.—(Correspondence 


of The Associated Press.)—The sit- 
uation in Serbia today is summed up 
in 3. communication received by the 
British socialist party from the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Serbian so- 
cialists. K says: 
"The Serbian population in the por-, 


tions of our country occupied by Aus- 
tria-Hungary, is now 2,218,000, ac- 
cordins to official census figures pub- 
lished in the Official Journal at Bel- 
grade. 
The 
population normally 


would have bean 3,170,000. There is, 
therefore, a reduction of 952,000, or 
28 per cent. The male population has 
been reduced by 39 per cent. There 
are now in Serbia 144 women to 100 
men."In the districts occupied.t>y Bul- 
garia the reduction in population is 
300,000. 
"Dr: Otokar Ribar. the Austrian 


Reichsrath deputy, declared in the 
Vienna parliament, June 26: 'Serbia 
will be saved, but there will no longer 
be Serbs.' He said these words when 
protesting against the greatest crime 
committed in this war, the deporta- 
tion of 30,000 Serbian women, chil- 
dren and men from the departments of 
Vranje, Nlsh and Pirot, and their in- 
terment in Asia'Minor. Among these 
30,000, there were 8,000 women and 
young girls delivered over to the 
Turks. Of these a great number com- 
mitted suicile by throwing themselves 
out of the trains conveying them to 
Asia Minor. 


"The deaths among war prisoners 


and those interned arc put at from 
60,000 to ?0,000. 
After the retrea 


from Serbia and the reconstitution o 
the Serbian army, about 20 per cent 
died at Corful. Our losses on the Sa 
loniki front have been about 50 per 
cent, of the Serbian forces which have 
taken part in the'operations of Gen 
eral Serrail'a armies. 


"Sixty thousand families in Serbia 


require succor this winter. They have 
no means of living ejceept the little 
that we can send to them. Their suf- 
ferings during the approaching, win- 
ter will be very severe."

Huntington, Ind., Oct 19.—Hunt- 


Ington county has been much awak- 
ened by an article appearing in the 
Warren Tribune, of which Monroe 
Wlliy is editor. The Warren news 
paper man seeks to Isav.'. why th 
election commissioners of tho count 
have made no apparent effort to learn 
the exact status of women of the 
county for the coming elections of 
Warren, Markle and Huntington. 


Through his columns of his paper, 


which was published Thursday after- 
noon, Monroe Wiley charges that un- 
less the present suffrage law is held 
unconstitutional there are grounds for 
jelieving that women should have the 
>allot In the Huntington county con- 
ests. 


The Warren editor quotes the view 


o£ tho attorney general and other 
stato officials, who hold that, under 
the present understanding of the wom- 
an suffrage law, the women can vote 
lor all offices not created by the con- 
stitution. ' He cites tho preparation 
being made in Allen county where 
women will vote In the election in 
every town. 


Since Huntington and Warren are 


cities below the first and second class- 
es, tho Warren man point out that 
under the present construction of the 
law the women of these cities, and ot 
all other towns of the county, inlRht 
be allowed to vote without registering. 


Huntington county election hoards 


have not let it bo known if they have 
made any effort to learn the standing 
ot women, Wiley states. 
He alleges 


that this'may be due to neglect. 


Monroe Wiley was a leader in the 


forces which successfully blocked a 
movement in the county seat town 
for removing the county Jail, last 
spring, and for placing a hotel on the 
present desirable site of the counts, 
building.

PEESHING TAKES A 


LEAD IN SWATTING 


Drillmasters Baking Bread 


and Expert Buyers Are 


Bossing Stevedores. 


By C. C. LYON. 


Daily Sentinel's Reporter AVith Gen- 


eral Pershing's Army. 


Somewhere in France, Oct. 19.— 1 


(Passed by the censor.)—-Until the 
American military machine over here 
gets to running smoothly, like the 
French or the British, there are bound 
to be a good many misfits in high 
places. 


One of the very biggest problems 


before General Pershing and his stall 
just now is to find the right men for 
the right jobs. 


This, of course, can't be done in a 


day or a week or a month. 


To illustrate my point: 
The American bakery, which will 
| ultimately have a daily output suf- 
i flcient to supply the needs o£ a million 
I soldiers, is now In charge of a regular 


army officer, a graduate of West Point, 
who rendered especially efficient serv- 
ices in Mexico with General Pershing. 
He is considered one of the best line 
officers in the entire army. Yet he i 
baking 
bread 
instead 
of 
training 


troops. 
All he knows about baking 


bread he learned from practical baker: 
in the army baking scnool. 


One of the biggest machine shop ex 


perts in Pittsburg came over here with 
a captain's commission in the reservi 
army, expecting to construct, equi] 
arid superintend an immense plant fo 
the repair of trucks and automobiles 
There was a hitch somewhere, and h 
is running an army grocery store. 


Ane of the most prosperous mer 


chants in New York, who probabl 
knows as much about the buying of 
food supplies as any other man in 
America, felt the call of duty, left his 
own immense business interests on a 
few hours' notice, and came over here 
to help out. He has been put to boss- 
ng stevedores in a big warehouse. 


A Milwaukee man was commission- 


ed because he is an expert in the 
landling 
and 
direction 
of motor 


rucks. But he's a quartermaster now, 
and the handling of auto trucks is in 
charge of an officer who knows as 
much about artillery as possibly any 
other man in the American army. 


The apparent reason for these in- 


consistencies is that our small regular 
army, which is running this show over 
here, hasn't fully realized the immens- 
ity oC the Job. 


It's a big .lump from a peacetime 


army of a hundred thousand men to 
9 wartime army of more than a mil- 
lion. 


The experience of the British and 


French has been that "the army be- 
hind theulines" is largely a proposition 
for business men and technical ex- 
perts, and not for soldiers whose train- 
ing has been confined strictly to mili- 
tary tactics, strategy ami direction of 
troops. 


A regular army officer can't be ex 


pected to know as much about butch 
cring sows, or baking bread, or repair 
ing auto trucks, or buying socks, as 
experts in these various lines. In the 
British and French armies these things 
nre done by real butchers, bakers, me- 
chanics and fabric experts. 


Outside of army circles over here, 
( 


it is the opinion of the well Informed 
that ultimately the American army 
will have to come to the British and 
French systems. 


This will mean that America will 


have to he more liberal in granting 
commissions to civilians whose serv- 
ices would ho of Inestimable value to 
the expeditionary force. 


Also, there would have to he a cast- 


ing aside of many unnecessary techni- 
calities.
